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AMUNDSEN TO FLY 
OVER WORLD'S ROOF 

All-Metal Plane Tested At 
/ 48 Below Zero To 
Be Used. 



"New York, Mnrrh 2S — An fascl- 
nntlng as • tale by Jules Verne wai 
the plan (or aerial exploration of the 
"roof of the world" sketched today 
by Cuptaln Ronald Amundsen, dis- 
coverer of the South Pole. 

Arriving from Norwny. he plung- 
•ed Into the work of organizing the ex- 
pedition which s«Uh June 1. from 
Seattle to drift across the North Pole 
— an expedition which Amundsen ex- 
V cts will revolutionize polar explora- 
tion and provide a short cut to valu- 
able scientific knowledge. 

The vision of the expedition will 
not he confined to a few miles on 
•ftfctf side of the ship but from th- 
«lr It will be able to take In nt a 
glance objects 200 mlloa away. It 
will talk by radio four times a day 
with Washington and when It return.* 
It) three or five yenrs. it will know 
•what th.- civilized world has been do- 
ing. 

< hurt of Million Miles. 

Willi the aid of aviation. It will be 
nble to chart 1,000.000 square miles, 
sketching the currents of the air as 
well as those of the sea. 

For centurion scientists huve be- 
lieved currents of the North Pole 
have been responsible for climatic 
phenomena In other purts of the 
world and Amunds.n hopes to ac- 
complish with his airplanes In five 
years what would take 40 years, mil- 
lions of dollar* and many Uvea If 
only a ship and dog sleds were em- 
ployed. 

It Is on hi* two airplanes that 
ft/iiunds«-n plnx his chief hopes and II 
wu ton one of them that h» focused 
Ills attention today. He hastened 
' to a conference with John M harden, 
a governor of the Aeronautical Cham- 
ber of Commerce of America. Then 
came the announcement that the 
larger of the two planes would be the 
«ll-metal Lumen monoplane which. 
» D-cember 29 flying over Mineola, L. 
I . in zero weather, established the 
world's record for continuous flying 
of twenty-six hours, nineteen min- 
utes and thirty-five seconds.

The plane. Amundsen explained, 
■was being supplied by Mr. Larsen at 
his own expense and the contribution 
which ih. airplane manufacturer 
would make to the expedition would 
represent about $40,000. 

Amundsen Is confident that the 
monoplane — the eyea of his vessel 
Maude— will be able to do its work 
well, permitting great sallies to eith- 
er aide of the vessel and sending 
warnings of ice fields and dangerous 
current*. 

The plane already has tried its 
Wings In a temperature 48 degre s be- 
1 v w zero. Last year Mr. Larsen made 
J[ 1,000-mlla round trip In the ship 
from New York to the Arctic Circle, 
uud reported that the plune handUd 
as well as If It was being flown in 
Florida. 

Besides the monoplane. Amundsen 
Mil take an Avro scout plane, a 
smaller British ship, which will be 
used only close to the Maude. The 
monoplane, with a cabin for eleven 
persons, will be self-supporting. It 
Is so equipped that It can carry large 
■locks of fuel and provisions, and to 
it can be adjusted skis, wheels or pon- 
toons With Its aid, Amunds n be- 
lieves he can chart a MO-mlle-wlge 
course across the top of the earth. 

Amundsen and Lieut. Oscar Omdel 
of the Norwegian naval air force, who 
accompanied the explorer, took up 
the question of testing the mono- 
plane. Omdel. who will pilot tlio 
bhip. is an expert mechanic. 

Amundsen' had not decided tonight 
whether he would carry out his plan 
Of fly inK from New York to Seattle In 
the plane. Aeronautical experts have 
tried to convince him that such a trip 
would put an unnecessary strain on 
the ship 

Amundsen's radio plan at present 
consists of flashing reporta from air- 
plane to the mother ship, which is 
equipped with transmitting appara- 
tus of 2,000 miles radius. The ship 
th«u will communicate witji Alaska 
•J) ml Nome will relay to the powerful 
Station at St. Paul, on the Behrlng 
«ea. St. Paul will send the messages 
to Washington. 

Auiuudsen said he would take ten 



men with him when he sets out for 
Nome to drift to Spltzborgen, with 
food sufficient for seven years. Be- 
cause of the Ice and dangerous cur- 
rents In th* North Polar basin, the 
explorer believes the only Investiga- 
tion possible there will be from the 
air. 

Besides"" Omdel, Amundsen will 
take with him another pilot. Odd 
D*kl, also a Norwegian, who will 
have charge of the Avro. 

Capt. Oscar Whistling will com- 
mand the Maude and O Olonkln will 
be chief engineer. Dr. H. U.'Svre- 
drup will be the scientist attached to 
tho expedition.

HOLD 3 MEETINGS 



Ben Duvall and son* Clifton and 
Gilbert, r siding on the James Stog- 
ner farm, near the Rough River locks, 
were urrested by Deputy Sheriffs 
Ceorge P. Jones and Mack Cook 
Tuesday, upon a warrant Issued by 
County Judge Wedding, charging 
them with contributing to the delin- 
quency of Ola Lee Gorman, under the 
age of 18 years The affidavit was 
made by the girl's father. J. R. Gor- 
man. At the same time Gorman al- 
so made an affidavit upon which 
warrant was issued for Clifton Du- 
vall'-s arrest, on the charg" of sell- 
ing whiskey, which warrant was al- 
so executed at the sumo time.

— Casting 
aside as a "remote possibility" the 
prospect of settling thplr dlff rences 
In time to avert the general strike set 
for tluee days hence, member- of the 
anthracite sub-committf e on wage 
contract negotiations today girded 
themselves for a long, hard struggle 
ov»r the miners' nineteen demands. 

"Nothing but a miracle — the Im- 
mediate ncc ptance of each and every 
one of our demand* — can avert the 
-trlke now," said Thomas Kennedy, 
district president, of the United Mine 
Workers. 

."Under the pres«nt circumstances 
It is probable that the suspension will 
<o Int.) effect April 1. according to 
the miners' programme." said S. D. 
Warrlner. vice president of the Le- 
high coal and Navigation Company. 

Although sanguine of th* ultimate 
■MB im of the negotiations now in 
progress, the six other members of 
the anthracite subcommittee, com- 
posed of union chiefs and operators 
were convlnc d that the mines would 
be evacuated Saturday. 

With discussion of the miners' de- 
mand for a 20 per cent Increase, 
scheduled to begin today, after two 
we ks devoted to general surveys of 
economic and labor conditions in the 
mines of Pennsylvania, union chiefs 
and mine operators began to drift In- 
to the city to be at the scene of de- 
velopments. 

PhlllFp Murray, vie? president of 
the United Mine Workers of America 
scouts the report that Importation of 
Brtttsh-mined soft coal^ will lessen 
the danger of a bituminous coal 
shortage and thereby hurt the cause 
of the miners In the forthcoming 
strike. 

"We are not afraid of the British 
coal." he . aid. "It has been import- 
ed before without seriously affecting 
the mining Industry or the market In 
America. 

"Any attempt on the part of the 
United States Shipping Board to Im- 
port foreign coal probably woutd 
have the sympathy of the public and 
thereby create sentiment against the 
strike. But the actual effect toward 
prevention of a shortage or exten- 
sion of the available supply would be 
negligible. 

"Compared with the weekly pro- 
duction of the American mines, and 
the weekly consumption by American 
industries, all the coal that could be 
brought from England would not 
amount to a drop In the bucket."

Mr. L. E. Foster, Secretary Hopklns- 
vllle Chanil . r of Commerce, address- 
ed a larg audience of tobacco grow- 
ers and business men here today, giv- 
ing In detail an explanation of the 
plan of organizing the dark tobacco 
growers into a Cooperative Selling 
Association. 

Mr Poster showed the fallacies of 
th present marketing system and ex- 
plained that so long as grower com- 
peted against grower and tobacco 
competed against tobacco, a circum- 
stance which always results when 
farmers dump their crops Instead qf 
merchandise them, nothing but de- 
moralised mark ts and depressed 
prices could be expected. 

He explain. ,1 further that the auc- 
tion nntbod did not permit the ex- 
pert gradii.g of tobacco, that under 
the present »j tern, the farmer cannot 
create new markets, that he has no 
control over market supply. That 
In short, be has nothing to say re- 
garding the prices placed upon his 
crops. 

What we need, said Mr Foster. Is 
a plan of pure coperatlon under 
which the fanners will sell their to- 
bacco collectively and thus maintain 
a decent price from year to year. 

That Is the only method, according 
to Mr. Foster, which will permit a 
stabilized market and a prosp rous 
agriculture. 

Mr. Foster predicted that the 
success of the movement would be as- 
sured and that the dark tobacco 
growers of Western Kentucky and 
T nnessee would, within a short time, 
enjoy the snme prosperity as was en- 
Joyed by the cooperative farmers of 
California where four farmers out 
of five made money every year. 
At Franklin 

Franklin, Kentucky. March 27th: 
More than four hundred Simpson 
County tobacco growers gathered at 
the Court House today to hear Mr. 
R. E. Cooper of Hopklnsvllle explain 
the plan for organizing the growers 
of Dark Tobacco Into a Cooperative 
Marketing Association, similar to the 
Burley organization which has prov- 
en successful in Central and East- 
ern Kentucky. 

Mr. Cooper stated why he was in 
favor of the organization. He said 
that he had gone to Louisville on 
March 4th to a meeting of the busi- 
ness men and prominent growers of 
the dark tobacco district, expecting 
that he would probably be against 
the plan but that after hearing It ex- 
plained he had become thoroughly 
convinced that the formation of the 
Association would mean so much to 
the prosperity of the dark tobacco 
growers, that he had been thoroughly 
converted to the idea that he should 
give all the Influence he had in furth- 
ering the movement. 

The farmers of Simpson County 
who were present at the meeting, as 
well as the business men, were great- 
ly Impressed with what Mr. Cooper 
had to say and the general belief Is 
that Simpson County will be among 
th« first to go "over the top." 
At Greenville 

Greenville, Ky., March 27 — An 
audience of tobacco growers and bu- 
siness men which completely filled 
the Court House heard Joseph Pas- 
•onn an. Organization Manager for 
the Dark Tobacco Growers Coopera- 
tive Association, explain the plan of 
organizing the tobacco growers of 
Western Kentucky, here today. Mr. 
Passonneau discussed the various 
parts of ihe contract, explaining that 
the Association was to be made up 
only of tobacco growers and that Its 
main object wis to stabilize the 
prices of tobacco from year to year at 
i figure that should assure the farm- 
ers a reasonable profit In the sale of 
tbfir tobacco. Explaining the func- 
tions of tho organization committee, 
.vould be made up of influential and 
public spirited citizens, headed by 
ludge Bingham of Louisville, and 
hat their sole duty would be that of 
presenting the plan to tha growers 
of We.-t rn Kentucky, offering them 
in opportunity to pledge their tobac- 
•o to the Association, along the same 
lines thai was followed In the Burley 
listrlct. 

He told how the duties of the com- 
mittee would end upon the first of 
October when it is hoped the neces- 
sary minimum of << 2-3 per cent 
will be 



the tobacco pl-dged would greatly 
exceed the two-thirds minimum, that 
the dirk tobacco growers would pro- 
bably sign up as solidly as had the 
growers In the Burley Association, 
w here over 80 per cent of all the to- 
bacco is pi dged. 

He explained that at the end of 
the campaign for signatures, the 
Whole dark tobacco territory would 
be divided Into twenty-three districts, 
and that the growers thtmselves 
would elect their own directors, one 
from each district who would man- 
age the affairs of the Association. 

"This" said Mr. Passonneau. "Is to 
be strictly a farmer movement, a bu- 
siness organization of farmers, con- 
trolled by farmers. A man. to be 
director In the Association, must be a 
grower of tobacco and a member of 
the Association living in the district 
which he will represent. And In the 
election of the directors, every mem- 
ber of the Association will have one 
vote and one only. ' regardless of 
whether he grows one hundred acres 
of tobacco or only one." , 

According to Mr. Passonneau. 
farmers will be paid in full for the 
tobacco which Is sold each year, but 
they will recslve only the loan value 
for the surplus or catry over. This, 
he said, would cause them t:> reduce 
their acreage for the following year, 
at a point where the actual produc- 
tion t: at year added to the tarry ov- 
er from the year before, would be 
sufficient to meet the demands of the 
trade, but a; the iame time, do away 
with a continiud overproduction. 

Doing away with the Individual 
bargain and controlling th* surplv.s 
from year to year will, according to 
Mr. Passonneau, stabilize tobacco 
prie s one, year with another at a 
point which will give the farmer a da 
cent profit and thersby insure pros 
perity to farmers of Western Ken- 
tucky. 



LEGISLATORS WOULD 
MAKE LAW RUN WILD 



Dangers of Reactionary- Legislation 
Pointed Out By Nutionul 
Congressmen. 



Washington, March 30 — (Capital 
News Service). — Attention is drawn 
by national lagislators to the results 
of reactionary forcsjs expressing 
themselves in attempts to make laws 
remedy conditions not normally 
touchable by legal enactment. A bill 
to make attendance at church com- 
pulsory, offered In the Massachusetts 
legislature, is pointed out as an ex- 
ample. The bill met a deserv.d fate 
and was promptly killed. 

South Carolina has a notortety- 
SsjklBf legislator who has followed 
In the footsteps of his Kentucky 
brother in proposing a b'U to forbid 
the teaching of what he nilvely terms 
"the cult known as Darwinism." It 
will probably meet the same fate as 
was given the Kentucky bill, which 
was lost. In Kansas there ts some 
local excitement as to the right of a 
school board or a court of law to tell 
a parent how long a dress she must 
put on her high school daughter! In 
Chevy Chase, a suburb of the Nation's 
Capital, citizens want District of 
Columbia horses to wear muzzles to 
ke p them from eating the hedges' 
There Is an active anti-blue law so- 
ciety engaged In combating the in- 
tentions of men who bellave "thou 
shalt not" laws provide real morality. 

All thes» things. It is urged In the 
Capital, are examples of that reac- 
tion from the liberties and relaxations 
of war times, which try to express 
themselves In too drastl; legal re- 
strictions of Amtrican liberties. Eter- 
nal vigilance, it is noted, is no less 
the price of liberty today thai before 
the Revolution, and only by a sane 
and balanced Judgment and modera- 
tion can the fanaticism of the blue 
law advocate be held In check.

It was the largest gathering of the 
State organization since tho 1920 
n.eetlng b fore tho Presidential cam- 
paign.

istration. 

Dr. Gray Falconer, chairman of 
the Fayette County Committee, ap- 
peared before the committee and ask- 
ed that the entire Fayette County 
Committee be reorganized. The re- 
quest was prompted, It was said, to 
strengthen the organization so it will 
be better able to face the registration 
problem. 

Contests from Adair, Carroll, Lau- 
rel, Lincoln and Grayson were heard 
by the State Central Committee In e«- 
ecutlve session. The contest 
Lincoln developed that State 
Joseph S. Haseldon and H. G. 
son charged that R. L. Davison, the 
present chairman, was holding his of- 
fice without having been properly 
chosen and also that Davison had not 
supported the Republican nominees 
at the last election.

Probably that someone If wonder- 
ing Just why nothing more thrilling 
th;m the trip over hcr« has nev- r 
happened It I* lrnposidblc ;o give a 
decent account of It In a space leas 
small than the twenty-nine volumes 
of an encyclopedia, cond-nsed, It 
i would mean scarcely anything. 

I studied for hours to make that 
beginning and now as I am fully 
started I will merely Jot down the 
Incidents as they conic to my mind 
and I trust you will be Interested If 
•not thrilled, over some of our excit- 
ing adventures. You know this Is 
just a little hard to write as It will 
be reid not only by Ohio Connttan* 
but by the residents of Van Lear al- 
so, and »t has to please each side of 
course. 

First I shall mention our school 
year. It is g;nerally always adven- 
turous but I doubt if any more ao 
elsewhere than here. We certainly 
have enjoyed the year a great deal 
and found teaching in thp mountains 
to be more than we expected. 

For the first month of our resi- 
lience here we took our meals at the 
hotel a short distance away, after 
this first month we decided to do our 
own housekeeping and cooking. So 
we had the School Board to purchase 
our cooking utensil* and dining fur- 
niture and began to make — gravy, 
and wo have lived on gravy ever 
since for breakfast, dinner and sup- 
per. It Is all the same. It has been 
Impossible to keep on hands a suf- 
ficient amount of Bread with which 
to sop gravy. At first we would 
Ken rally forget to order our weeks 
supply of food and it would take four 
of us to carry up our groceries for 
three days, yet. we'v* gained a lot

When It began to get cold we con- 
verted our only sleeping room sup- 
plied with a fireplace into a dressing 
room and formed sleeping rooms in 
the other two. This arrangement 
threw No. 3 and 4 in a somewhat 
"absent" room from the remaining 
four, and »o for several nights ufttr 
they were "absent" from their rooma 
and we slept three to a bed, however, 
that eooii wore off and no one has 
thought of being afraid since. 

Since the water of the Big Sandy 
became too cold to afford swimming 
and the tennis court to alrlsh for play- 
ing we ha,ve been engaged solely in 
hikes, and horse-back rides and we 
found this Indeed so much pleasure 
we scarcely missed the snow and Ice. 

Several times we have taken the 
acbool in a body to places of extreme 
Interest and Importance and spent 
enjoyable half holidays roaming 
among rocks and cliffs, Innumerable 
mountain streams and: viewing some 
of nature miraculous freaks. 

About February the first. No. 4 and 
6'a Lexington friends arrived; dur- 
ing their stay a very interesting trip 
was planned through the mines by 
the mining overseer. We started in 
about dusk, a company of about 
twenty-five persons loaded down with 
huge baskets of sandwichea. cake, 
homemade candy pickles— and every- 
thing There were five cara pro- 
vided for us and with a shout and a 
boom we w<re off. Back, back Into 



| the earth at a rate that seemed terri- 
ble to som< of us. We rode for per- 
haps an hour. To those who were 
used to such, it seemed as not hint 
uncommon, but to some of us It wa^ 
Ian enterpriser — or more — N was 
doubtful. 

In a tunnel hundreds of feet under- 
ground, without space to even stand 
up to ones full height, and the horrid 
thought that at any moment you 
might he crushed to a mere grease 
epot, is anything but a pleasant sen- 
sation. However, as we advanced 
more to the center of the earth w* 
, became less horrified, and at the end 
of the Journey we engaged In a great 
J civil war using worm dust for bul- 
lets ;'at the end of which we had only 
one feeling — a very black one. 

Alter tS»e treaty was signed we 
were shown the cutting machine In 
operation. We then Retired a short 
distance while the blasting was be- 
ing done after which we returned to 
behold the ruins. If was indeed not 
only exciting, but instructive and 
very interesting also. The overseer 
was n«ver-tlring in his efforts to ex- 
' plain everything In detail. Of course 
a lot of it was Greek to some of us. 
but even the most Ignorant was able 
to grasp a part of It. 

Tired and hungry we were again 
loaded in the cars and started to an 
underground sub station to eat our 
supper. On the way to the station 
the power went off and It looked for 
a while as If we were going to be 
compelled to spend the night under- 
ground. However, after some thirty 
minutes of waiting it came on again 
and we advanced. 

After eating our supper and hav- 
ing a good chat afterwards, we start- 
ed for the open air and reached the 
mine opening about 8:30, and In a 
torrent of rain. We finally arrived 
homo and In the friendly face of Mr. 
Looking Glass we "saw ourselves as 
others saw us.". 

We set to work with soap and 
Old Dutch Cleanser and after five 
days of constant scrubbing the last 
traces of coal black vanished und our 
faces took on the sorry appearance of 
peeled onions, which effect lasted 
longer than any five days. But the 
memory of the wonderful trip shall 
last forever— due probably to the 
fact that so much coal dust accumu- 
lated on the brain 

The most thrilling thing probably 
that has occurred since our Btay in 
Van Ltar, Includes only two members 
of our bunch. The surprizing No. 
6, from Central Kentucky, who waa 
not Introduced in the other Chapter, 
and the writer of this. 

You see we have been picked on 
the entire year, for bragging and pre- 
tending to be so bravo, so a short 
i'ii. ago we planned a thrilling trip 
to the mountains alone. We started 
about ten o'clock one Saturday morn- 
ing .wearing borrowed riding habits 
and riding the horses belonging to the 
camp manager and the mine over- 
seer. We had been telling the rest 
of the bunch for almost a week that 
we were going to ride over the moun- 
tains all day and at night we were 
going to beg shelter in some moun- 
tain cabin. Of course they Jeered at 
us and began calling us "The Four 
Horsemen", "Jesse and Frank" and 
numerous other names — which later 
you will find were not at »U Inap- 
propriate. 

The evening before we started we 
collected our Junk together, polish- 
ed our shoes and leggins till they took 
on a mirrorlike smoothness. The 
next morning we dressed and mount- 



ed our steeds, turned our heads from 



civilization and faced the .wild and 
wooly mountains, which w > had come 
to Eastern. Kentucky to s- e. 

We rode for several hours with- 
out meeting with anything more than 
an occasional mountaineer and as 
the day wore on It seemed nothing 
was going to happen after all. About 
one o'clock we stopped at a little cab- 
in and with a tale about having rid- 
den slncp daybreak in the service of 
the Red Cross, we begged a delicious 
lunch of eggs and buttermilk. 

After tptndlng about an hour at 
this place we started on. We were 
Ju-t banning to realize our route 
was quite short after all — yes the 
overset r had fudged on us. He had 
! purposely given us a short route that 
we might get back «arly. Then we 
got to thinking how we would he 
leased If we went back even at all so 
after riding 'some more' in silence we 
halted and formed the decision, and 
to make It more business like, we 
shook hands on the proposition that 
we would spend the night away from 
Van Lear or die. 

When this was once settl.d and all 
thought of going home forsaken; the 
rest was easy. When we came to 
the cross roads we took" the one lead- 
ing FROM Van Lear and rode on for 
a little way when we came to a love- 
ly little mountain cabin surrounded 
by clinging rambler roses that seem- 
ed almost ready to burst into bloom. 
An old stone walk led up to the house 
and a huge rock cistern graced the 
corner of the yard and» its crystal 
waters proved somewhat refresWng 
| to the two tired "Red Cross" work- 
ers. 

Mountain kindness — as always 
prevailed and we were quickly asked 
to spend the night and the Invitation 
was as quickly accepted. Our horses 
were unsaddled and fed and we our- 
selves sat down to a most delicious 
supper. We were served like Prin- 
cesses, it seeming as If the two good 
old people were afraid they would 
not be kind enough to us. In the 
evening after supper, as the stars 
first began to peep out. we seated 
1 ourselves on the broad stone steps 
[ and while the dear old lady smoked 
her brier pipe we thought of the ter- 
rible wrath that would decend upon 
ub on the morrow wheu we must face 
the manager and overseer and beg 
forgiveness for having kept their 
• horses overnight. However, we 
could not spoil the sating with such 
a terrible thought, ao we proceeded 
to gossip with the old woman about 
innumerable immaterial things. 

After "meditation" hour we were 
Invited to Join family prayer and 
scarcely before the last traces of day 
were gone we were nestled all snug 
In a big, downy feather-bed, but not 
to sleep — No, far from that. "Twas 
tumble and roll, roll and tumble un- 
til dawn, .then two sleepy-eyed ad- 
venturesses, stiff and sore from yes- 
terday's ride, mounted their steeds 
and started homeward through a hea- 
vy mountain shower. 

Van Lear was perhaps only about 
a thirty minutes ride away but due 
to the drenching ahower it took us 
somewhat longer to cover the dis- 
tance. We rode fast and we rode 
slow, we rode together and we rode 
apart, but no position or gait was 
satisfying for a great burden rested 
upon our shoulders. 

About seven o'clock we reached the 
overseer's home, which Is next door 
to ours. We had every word plan- 
ned to say. in fact, we had drilled 
ourstlvas from the time we started 



But one cllmpse of the overseers face 
as he Mtpad out the back kitchen 
door told us our offense wan proba- 
bly not so bad after all. 

He laughed and we laughed, and 
then we felt better. But to our as- 
tonlshm rat we found that, even after 
the other* told them we had said we 
were going to stay all nlglit th^y were 
quite aneR«y about us and the cops 
had supi- (sd a search party. Of 
course thai made us feel more badly 
than evi r and only half our burden 
was Bfted for the manager was to 
be Interviewed yet. The ov-rseer 
was a great encouragement though, 
and probably If It had not been for 
him we would never have been able 
to carry it out. He told us the best 
plan was to tike a barrel-stave along 
with us and tell Mm to "go to it." 
And Indeed we would not have he n 
surprised if either of them had ad- 
ministered punishment in that man- 
ner. After having found one so gen- 
erous we were far less afraid to meet 
the other So. after having gone to 
Church, we made our way towRrd 
the manager's home. As we passed 
through town every eye was turned 
our way and we knew not with what 
comment. But such brave hearts as 
curs could not be daunted so we held 
our beads high and stopped at the 
Ice-cream parlor for a refreshing 
drink to steads' our nerves. 

As we approached the managers 
home som thing like dizziness crept 
over us and our hearts almost stop- 
ped, but :1k re as before we were met 
with a forty-pound smile and we be- 
gan to ser it was not to be so bad 
after all What happened or what 
was said while W* were there neither 
of us tver remembered. Only that we 
had nothing to worry about. That 
we were ahead of the others and we 
bad something over them all and b-:at 
of all thai he. the manager, slid he 
admire our nerve. 

Oh! oh! was anybody ever so hap- 
py? If we held our heads high as 
we went we h Id them higher as we 
returned and met the Cop and enjoy- 
ed a hearty laugh with him. 

That is all, nothing remains to be 
told only that we have developed Just 
a tiny bit of conctlt. 

School will close here April 14 and 
we are ajl anxiously awaiting the de- 
parting hour. But though we are 
desirous for the end to come we will 
me.'t It with more or less regret, for 
the pleasure we have had thir vear 
can never be forgotten:

Mysore, India, March 25. — The 
wild elephant hunt witnessed here by 
I the Prince of Wales was one of the 
i most picturesque and exciting of the 
| numerous events arranged for his 
entertainment while on his tour of 
India He saw only the final stage of 
it. but that was the most exciting 
part of the hunt. 

Mounted on an elephant and ac- 
companied by the Maharajah, the 
Prince was an interested spectator 
when twenty-eight wild Inhabitants 
| of the Jungle were rounded up and 
driven Into an Inclosure to be fet- 
\ tered. 

The herd was captured by the 
kheddah system, the usual method 
followed In this part of the country. 
It involves relays of thousands of 
beatera who force the herd selected 

1 for capture to follow a particular 
course, generally lying on the usual 

1 line of march, until the elephants are 

| driven into an inclosure about 400 

' yards In diameter. 

There, surrounded by a ten-foot 
trench, the animals can be kept In- 

1 definitely. Fires are lighted on the 
outside to prevent th;un from cross- 
lug the trench. Finally, the herd is 

' driven into a aauall Inclosure. only 

j forty feet wide, where they are fet- 

i ter. d. 

I The whole operation, from the time 
the herd U first sighted and tracked 
until It is finally impounded in the 
i kbedduh, takes several weeks. 

The wild herd of twenty-eight in- 
cluded bulls and cows and four 
'calves. The leader was a heavy tuBk- 
' er w ho gave fierce resistance to cap- 
i ture. Two of the animals had been 
In captivity before and were still 
{ wearing parts of the shackles they 
, bore when they escaped.' These also 
'gave considerable trouble. When the 
captives had been securely bound, 
they were led out and picketed in the 
' fore:*.

Dublin. March 28. — As a counter 
move to the threat of Richard Mulea- 
hy. the Ball Elreann Minister of Fi- 
nance, that all persons who attended 
Sunday's convention under the aus- 
pices of a section of the Irish R - 
publican army would be sus|>< nded 
from the army, the Executive Council 
elected by convention has Issued to 
all units of the army an order deny- 
ing th. Minister of Defense and his 
chief of staff any control of the ar- 
my. 

the order declares that M i 
and his chief of staff have pursued 
a policy calculated to subvert the re- 
public, and that the council, by vir- 
tue of the powers vest'd In It. Is tak- 
ing the present action. 

The council further orders that all 
those serving In the paid army, which 
Is Intended as the nucleus of the Free 
State army, and in the civic guard, 
which Is the nucleus of the future po- 
lice force, must return forthwith to 
their respective Irish Republican ar- 
my units and that recruiting for these 
bodies must cease. 

This is looked on in Dublin a* 
marking the final break in the army 
and it Is believed the future i 
largely on which side has th 
tive majority of soldiers. 

Trains Raided; Torch reed 
Belfast. March 28. — Armed men 
raided a number of trains today on 
the Sllgo-Leltrlm railway, removing 
all goods coming from the I'Ister 
area, and burning editions of north- 
ern newspapers which the trains were 
carrying. 

Several fires broke out in differ- 
ent parts of the city early this morn- 
ing. A bombxwas thrown into a 
crowd watching th burning of a fac- 
tory, and three persons were wound- 
ed.

Ohio, head of the his- 
torical department of Ohio Northern 
University, director of college law, 
vice president aud later president of 
the same university, says there is a 
superabundance of teachers for the 
advanced subjects, but few capable 
instructors for the elementary grades. 

"Too much importance cannot be 
attached to what is accomplished in 
the public schools." Dr. Fess stated. 
"University and college students who 
failed to realize th ir ambitions sole- 
ly because their early education had 
been neglected and not because they 
fall to apply themselv.s while In col- 
lege are numerous. 

"It should be borne In miad by 
everyone that the education obtain- 
ed In the public school Is more Impor- 
tant that that of the university aud it 
yhould n ee.-sarlly follow that the 
public schools should be brought up 
to the very highest possible standard. 
In no other way can the nation ex- 
pect to produce thoroughly educat- 
ed men and women." 

Federal Commissioner of Educa- 
tion Tlgert believes that the motion 
picture has educational possibilities 
as yet hardly realized and (hat the 
schools of the future will make great 
use of this modern invention in con- 
veying information to young minds 
In such a manner that It will remain 
there.
